Egypt, they followed the Egyptians and Chaldeays, 
reckoning their moneths according to the courſe of 
the Sun, and their monerhs were full thirty dayes, 
as may be gathered our of Geneſis 8, 4,6, 13, 14, 
The Floud began ro wax the ſeventh day of the ſe- 
cond moneth, and it began ro decreaſe upon the 
leventh day of the ſeventh moneth ; now frem the 
ſeventh day of the ſecond monerh , till the ſeventh 
day of the ſeventh moneth , are reckoned by the 
Scriprures 150 dayes, and maketh 6 monerths, So 
afrer they came our of Egypt, their moneths were alſo 
30 dayes, Num, 11, 19, Te ſhalt not eat one day, neither 
fve dayes, neither ten dayes, but even a whole moneth : 
where we may ſce thar he goeth by gradation , from 
x, 5, 10, and foto 20 and 39, 

To expreſfle that the moneths had 3o dayes , Cleo- 
bulus propounded this Riddle, of a Father that had 
12 Sons, and every Son had 3o Children, 


One Father hath twelve Sons, and every brothes 
Hz#s thirty Children bath, nor one like th other, 
They partly black, and partly white are they, 
Still deatbleſs, and yet dying every day.

& reaſon why we call our weekly dayes by 
the names of Sunday, Monday, 
Tueſday, © c, 


F this our Iſland were once a Continent to 
AFrance, as Verſtegan proveth, then I do ſuppoſe the 
moſt anrient name thexeof was Samothea : afterwards 
being made an 1ſland by the Sea cating through oy 

tle 
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lirtle 1ſthmus, or neck of Land berween Dover and 


Calice, it was called Albion, from Albion a Son of 
Neptune ; by whom, and whoſe poſterity, ir was inha- 
bired, until Brute made conqueſt of ir, This Brute 
was not of rhe Tr0jan bloud, bur was firſt a King of 
a people called Rutili,who being driven from rhence 
( rogether with his Son Turnus ) by Eneas Prince 
of Troy, came into France, Where they built the Ci- 
ty Torrs; (as I find it reported by Alſtedius, in his 
Chronologie of antient Cities, From thence he 
came into Albion, and vanquiſhing the old Inhabi- 
rants thereof, he called ir ({ according to his own 
name ) Britannia, or Britain. Afterwards it came to 
be invaded by the Saxons, whe came and took poſ- 
ſeflion of Loegyia , the beſt parr of Britain, leaving 
unto ir the name of England , which unto this 
day, with daily increaſe of honour, ir ſtill enjoy- 
eth : this was in the year of our Lord 44y, and in 
the ſecond year of King Yortiger, Theſe Saxons 
were merely and originally a people of Germany, 
as Verftegan again declareth + $o thar the Eng- 
liſh-men iſſued from the noble Nation of the Ger- 
mans, or from the Saxons comming thence, Hows 
beit the whole Country was not generally called 
England, until the Heprarchy (or ſeven perry King- 
doms of the Saxons ) was brought into a Monarchy 
by Egbert King of the yeſt-Saxons, which happened 
abour rhe year of our Lord 899, 

Ic i/alſo ſeen, that the anrtient Tewtonich or Ger 
man tongue, is the very ground of our Engliſh ſpeech, 
alchou F ir be mixed now with many borrowed 
words our of other Languages. And as true alſo jr 
is, that the names of our weekly dayes are no other 
than whar thoſe antient Saxons uſed, For being ar 
the firſt Heathens, they had many Idols,which they 
worſhipped; and among the reſt, they appropriared 
leyen co the ſeven dayes of rhe Week, The 
Hg ".

irſt-was the Idol ut the Sun , which bad a day be- 
longing £9 it, and this they called Sunday, which js 
as much as to ſay, the Suns day, The ſecond wag 
zhe Idol of the Moon , whereof we yet retain the 
name of Monday, inſtead of Moonday, The third was 
the Idol of Tw/co, the moſt antient peculiar God of 
all the Ge/mans ,. and trom this Tuco we retain the 
name of + xiſd.;y, or (as we now pronounce it) Theſe 
day. The fourth was che Idol yoden, whom they rex 
_ as their God of Warr ; he was ſometime a va, 

iant Captain among them,and from hence came-the 
name of .. ogenſday ; - which through cra@ of time is 
now called neaenſday. The next was their 1dol 
Thor, and of the weekly day which was dedicated tg 
his peculiar ſervice. we yet retain the name of Thuyſ, 
day, which atnongſt the Danes and Swedzs. is- called 
Thvſaay, The fixth was the. Idol of their Goddeſs 
Fi1gay .trom whence came the name of Frid:y, The 
ſeventh and laſt of thisnumber was their Idol Scater, 
pnato. whom the day dedicated came to be called Sa. 
turday.;' and thus tame the dayes of the week to have 
thew Jevcral names. And note, that although I 

ave; notice formerly. concerning Egbcrt, that he was 
the 61 Monarch among the Saxons, by reducing 
the Keptarchy into a Monarchy , yer all the ſeven 
K11 guvms were not then under him, for he ſubdued 
oncly the chief of cthemy and nor rill 4/ured were all 
unircd, This 4lurcd teft unto the Danes, Peoliefhs 
on, bur ' not Soveraigmy , in Northumberland + he 
began to icign in the year $75 and divided Eng- 
land -into, Shires, After this,in rhe days of Etheldred, 
the Danes attempred once again to recover their 50- 
vervignty , and pur the Land ro a great Tribure z 
bur in che year of our Lord 1912, on S: Biiczes day 
ar night, chey were murdered in their Beds : which 
being done, Swain.King ot Denmark came with a Na- 
yy 'of 359 Sail into Exe/and, and cauſed Etheldred 
 F : r0 
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to forſake his Kingdom , leaving both ir and his 
SubjcRs to the mercy of the Danes. Bur in the year 
Yo45. the Saxons were reinthroned in Edwar1 the 
Coeateflour, who was the firſt among the Kings of 
England, that had power to cure the 1welli. g ot the 
Throar, called by us the K/”ngs Euill, Afcer this in 
the dayes of Harald, came in the Nozmans, in the 
year of Chriſt x066, whoſe firſt King was wilham the 
Conquerour , the ſecond william Rufus, the third 
Henry the Firſt, the next Stephen ; Bur in Henry the 
Second, the Saxon line' was again reſtored, This 
continued till Hexry the Seventh, who did nor only 
unite the two houſes of York and Laxcaſter together, 
bur alſo the Saxon and the Britiſh bloud : tor he 
married El{zzabeth, Daughter ana Heir ro Edward 
the Fourth, and was alſo extrafted from the Br't:ſh 
Royal bloud , as being Son to Edmond Tudor Earl 
of Richmond , who was Son ro Owen Tudor, whoſe 
lineal deſcent was from Cadwallader the laſt Bruiiſh 
King, And from Margaret the eldeſt Daughter of 
the ſaid Henry, ( who was married into Scotland ) 
came King Fames, in whom the two Kingdomes
